1 have participated in the investigation of homicides, numerous felony assaults, 
misdemeanor assaults, and sexual assaults, possession of stolen property, narcotic offenses, 
domestic violence and any other crime that is presented to me in the course of my duties. Prior to 
joining the Merced County Sheriffs Office, your affiant was employed by Livingston Police 
Department (Merced County) for over 7 years where I investigated numerous crimes against 
persons and property. I held the following ranks during my tenure at Livingston Police Department; 
Patrolman, Corporal and Sergeant. 


CASE SUMMARY 


On Wednesday, November 4, 2015, at approximately 0751 hours, several Merced County Sheriff 
Deputies were dispatched to the University of California Merced (UC Merced) located at 5200 Lake Road 
1 Merced for a report of a man stabbing people. 


The reporting party advised dispatch th at the s uspe ct wa s last seen walking on foot and also heard a 
gunshot. He advised that he was with and who had stab wounds and requested 

paramedics. Shortly after, dispatch advised that the suspect had been shot by a UC Merced police 
Officer. 


During the course of the investigation, the suspect was identified as Faisal Mohammad

head an d wearing his backpack. Mohammad did not say anything: he was just staring out the window. 

got ready for work and left the dorm at approximately 0735 hours and said Mohammad was still 
sitting on the edge of the bed not saying anything just staring out the window. 


described Mohammad as a loner and an extreme Muslim. ^^^Hsaid but that 

TOn^mad was “way out there” and was not surprised by the inciderr^^^^B described an incident 
where a friend of his asked Moham mad wha t would happen if he touched the mat he used for praying and 
Mohammad replied, “I will kill you”. told me that is not a nom^reaction for a normal Muslim, 

confirmed Mohammad was his roommate in dorm number^^H 
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.irough prior training, education, and experience I know that articles of personal property 
help establish the identity of the person(s) in control of the premise. I am also aware that 
any type of receipts, mail envelopes, utility company receipts, address books, real estate 
documents, tax returns, bank accounts, loan applications, income and expense records, 
safe deposit box keys, property acquisitions, and notes can lead to and show the^true 
identity of the person(s) in control of the premise that is being searched.
